TRENTON, N. J., April 4.—I 
Gov. Harold G. Hoffman’.s office j 
announced today he would press 
for a legislative investigation of 
the handling of the Lindbergh 
kidnap-murder case, now that 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann is 
dead. 

At the same time, the governor 
took the tirst step to close the 
books of the Lindbergh case itself. 
He directed Col. H. Norman 
Schwarzkopf, state police super¬ 
intendent, to submit to him recom¬ 
mendations for payment of the 
$2.'5.000 reward for the “appre¬ 
hension and conviction of Bruno 
Richard Hauptmann.” 

The state legislature, in May 
1932 offered the reward. Three 
men have filed claims for it. 

Will I’ress Imiuiry 
Earlier today, there was a grow¬ 
ing belief in Trenton that Haupt¬ 
mann's execution last night would 
quiet demands for a legislative in- 
ve.stigation of the case. 

But William S. Conklin, the 
governor’s press aide, said the 
governor would confer Monday 
afternoon with Assemblyman John 
Kerner, union Republican, and ask 
him to introduce the already- 
drafted resolution for a thorough 
investigation both of his own ac¬ 
tivities in the Hauptmann case 
and the conduct of the whole kid¬ 
naping inquiry. 

The governor also struck sharply 
at critics of his candidacy for del- 
egate-at large to tlie Republican 
national convention in June. 

The candidacy was challenged 
today by former Representative 
Franklin W. Fort, who announced 
h|| would oppose the governor in 
the May primary solely on the is¬ 
sue of Hoffman's activity in the 
Hauptmann case. 

“When a governor makes a 
mockery of oui courts and jur¬ 
ies and drags his high office 
into the mire,” Fort said, "I 
cannot remain silent.” 

Henry P. Du Bois, vice presi¬ 
dent of the A.scociated Republic¬ 
ans of Bergen county, tele¬ 
graphed the governor, uring him 
to withdraw as a candiate "to 
protect the Republican party of 
contamination from the ghastly 
situation which has ari.sen.” 

The governor replied he had 
fought for "tho-se things I believe 
to be right.” and said he would | 
run if he received only 10 votes.

Complete Embargo on 
Military Material Is 
Ordered by Hull 


3,000,000 Program Is 
Before Committee in 
Washington Now 


The 5,13,0001100 Orange county 
flood i:ontrol program has already 
leaped one important hurdle at 
Washington, where it is being con¬ 
sidered by the cominercc com¬ 
mittee of the .senate. Investiga¬ 
tion revealed toitay that the bill 
already has pas.seil the hou.se of 
reprc.sentatives. Thus final ac¬ 
tion by the .senate is all that 
stands between the bill and its 
final adoption unless it is changed 
and goes hack to the hou.se for 
a conipromi.se. 

This situation was revealed to¬ 
day in a telegram to The Jour¬ 
nal from Congre.ssman Sam L. 
Collins at Washington. His wire 
.said, in part: 

“Grange rounty project included 
in omnibus flood control bill 
passed by house last year and now 
[lending before senate commit¬ 
tee. " 

Comes to Light 

Buried under a mass of other 
legislation and virtually forgot¬ 
ten in the heat of bond cam¬ 
paigns that have been waged since 
then, the old bill has come to 
light again and now stands as 
probably the main ho[ie of any wa¬ 
ter conservation or flood control 
action for Orange rounty in the 
immediate future. 

The bill referred to by Co,i- 
gressman Collins authorizrs con- 
.struction by the war department 
for flood control purpo.ses of cer¬ 
tain public works on rivers and 
harbors, which projects have been 
surveyed and approved by war de- 
[lartment engineers. Included in 
the hill is an item for a flood 
control and water conservation 
project on the .Santa Ana river. 

.No Word on Site 

No information has come from 
Washington as to what, if any. 
differences exist in the bill as it 
now stands before the .senate 
committee referred to by Con¬ 
gressman Collins. 

Definite information still is 
awaited as to which site is being 
considered on the Santa Ana riv¬ 
er. The location for a dam fav¬ 
ored by Orange county is at T’ra- 
do, just over the Riversiiie coun¬ 
ty line. Another possible .site is 
at Jiirupii, .several miles farther 
up the river. In addition to the 
Santa Ana river works the pro¬ 
gram now under consideration at 
Washington imliides eight other 
Orange county dams. 

The [iroject was proposed by 
army engineers, who suggested 
that the federal government fi¬ 
nance I'onst ruction of the dams 
included in the omnibus flood con¬ 
trol bill and that states and mii- 
nleipalilies [mrcha.se rights of way 
and pay damages. Rights of way 
for the Orange county project 
were set by the army engineers 
at $3.42(1,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 4. t/PI—A 
complete embargo on exports 
from the United States of scrap 
tin, large quantities of which re¬ 
cently have been shipped to Japan, 
was ordered by Secretary Hull 
today for the period from April 
16 until July 1. 

He acted in accordance with 
recent legislation for the con.ser- 
xation of domestic tin resources. 
It provided that no tin plate scrap 
.should be exported except upon 
government license to be i.s.sued 
within the discretion of the I'resi- 
dent. 

F. I). R. Gives I’ower 
President Roo-sevelt has vested 
in the .secretary of state, as chair¬ 
man of the munitions control 
board, the decision as to condi¬ 
tions under which such licenses 
shall be granted. 

A state department announce¬ 
ment today said that in accord¬ 
ance with the act, Hull had ruled 
no licenses whatever .should be 
issued for export of .such material 
between April 16 and July 1 
After July 1, they will be granteil 
under conditions “consistent with 
the purposes of the act." 

■lapan Iliij* Mu<h 
Japan in the past has been one 
of the largest purcha.sers of the 
metal from the United States. It 
is considered an essential material 
for military purposes. 

Proponents of the new law said 
that becau.se America must im¬ 
port almost all of its tin, scrap 
tin was an important considera¬ 
tion in the manufacture of arti¬ 
cles in this country calling for 
.such material.

Then, as though still not sure 
that the lightning thrusts of 2000 
volts had done their work, the 
doctors conferred around the 
chair in which the body sagged 
against the weight of the restrain¬ 
ing straps. 

Points to Clock 

Hauptmann was dead. Dr. How¬ 
ard Weisier announced it. 

Colonel Kimberling raised his 
head. His eyes pointed at a large 
clock which a guard had been 
holding aloft throughout the 
death house drama. 

“It is 8:47 and one-half,” he 
said. 

That will go down as the of¬ 
ficial time that the 36-year-oId. 
German-bom carpenter died. But 
he must have died long before 
that. Perhaps he died that night 
in Flemington, Fab. 13, 1935, when 
a jury of country-folk—eight men 
and four women—found him guil¬ 
ty of having murdered Charles A. 
Lindbergh, jr.; if not then, he 
must surely have died when the 
court of errors end appeals turned 
a deaf ear to hiS plea for a new 
trial, when the United States su¬ 
preme court wrote a terse “de¬ 
nied” across hi.s appeal, or when 
the court of pardons twice re¬ 
fused to grant him mercy. 

Never, thoug.r, was his armor 
of iron nerves pierced.

There was reason for his hope. 
The governor had on his desk a 
reprieve, properly filled out. He 
had wanted to sign it, not because 
he believed Hauptmann Innocent 
of the century e most infamous 
crime, but because he bellevetl 
there were many hidden myste¬ 
ries of the case still unexplored. 

It wasn’t until half an hour be¬ 
fore the time fixed for Haupt¬ 
mann’s execution that the gover¬ 
nor finally laid the reprieve aside 
—unsigned. His reluctant deci¬ 
sion not to Intervene came after 
a long conference with Attorney 
General David T. Wilentz. 

With another touch of the sin¬ 
ister irony that has never seemed 
to leave the Lindbergh case, it 
was Wilentz. Hauptniann's legal 
nemesis, who offered a road of 
escape late yesterday. 

"If the governor should issue 
an order of reprieve,” the at¬ 
torney general told Warden 
Klmberling five hours before 
the execution time, "you must 
obey It.” 

The attorney general said the 
governor had no reprieve powers, 
but that if he should assume such 
powers It was not up to the war¬ 
den to challenge him.

At a previous court hearing in 
equity, to determine title to the 
pier and property, the court de¬ 
creed that title to the land was 
vesed in the city of Laguna Beach, 
and that the pier belonged to the 
defendants, who had built it. 

.Set Jlovlng Time 
It set the value of the pier at 
$2.’)00. and gave the defendants 75 
days in which to move the pier. 
This they have not done, feeling 
that the city of Laguna Beach 
should repay them, to the value 
of the property. 

The pier was built by Herron 
and Carter in 1926, and operated 
as a fishing pier, a charge of 25 
cents being made to fish from it. 
Title to the tidelands on which it 
is situated was at that time vested 
in the state of California. 

City Brought .Suit 
The city of Laguna Beach, in an 
attempt to remove the pier from 
the beach, brought the suit, which 
was heard before Superior Judge 
J. O. Moncur. They had assessed 
the owners of the pier for taxes 
for the past nine years. They al.so 
claim that they invested $10,000 
in the structure and feel that in 
equity they are entitled to some 
compensatoin before the city con¬ 
demns it. 

Laguna Beach, on the other 
hand, disclaims ownership, refuses 
to pay for it, and requests the 
defendants to remove it. It other¬ 
wise wiil be condemned and torn 
down, it was stated.

In Greece, where George was 
born and lived until he pulled up 
and left for U. S. A. recently, 
wrestling la to the normal boy 
what baseball is to the average 
American lad. George is the true 
type of grappler. not a strong 
boy or an out-of-work football 
player who broke into the game 
on a "name." 

He really loves to wrestle and 
hb says he's afraid of no man in 
grappling togs. and. on the 
.strength of a two-hour draw 
against one-time world's cham¬ 
pion Jimmy Londos, he believes 
he can win recognition as cham¬ 
pion. There are plenty of cham¬ 
pionships these days.

George chucked a medical ca¬ 
reer launched at the University 
of Athens, when he yielded to the 
lure of wrestling. His birth¬ 
place was Corinth. 

If you saw him in action here 
last week or if you see him Mon¬ 
day. you might have wondered 
at the several noticeable scars he 
carries. They're war wounds 
and no kidding. He was nicked 
five times in the Turko-Gieclan 
war of 1922 and 1923 when he 
■seived as a 19-year-old army 
cai)tidn in the Greek army. He 
was taken prisoner by the Turks 
near the end of the war. but had 
the satisfaction of returning as a 
neutral in later years to win an 
all-comers wrestling tournament 
against the best in the Balkans 
at Constantinople

■'The last of the old Yorba 
family to live there was one of 
the Bunuels. a .son-in-law of Don 
Teodosio Yorba. with his family. 
The point on the hill was named 
for him, and the place went by 
the name of Burruel Point, until 
the present town of Olive was 
started during the boom of the 
1880’.s. . 

“From the old orchard of the 
Yorbas, which was of deciduous 
fruits and olives, there remained 
a few old olive trees. These 
gave the name, which was first 
Olive Point, afterwards short¬ 
ened to Olive.” 

The Portola expedition camped 
at this locality in 17t)9. There 
was a terrific earthquake at 
that time. In 1847 the Ameri¬ 
can army camped there during 
the conquest of California. Old 
Santa Ana is a recorded land¬ 
mark. having been listed by the 
California state chamber of com¬ 
merce. w'ith the state depart¬ 
ment of natural resources. 


Orange county is young, but 
already one of its earliest towns 
has vani.shed and another has 
been built in its place. The town 
of Olive is located at what once 
was known as old Santa Ana. 

In the Pleasants history of 
Orange county it is recalled that 
the community now known as 
Yorba was known in the early 
days as upper Santa Ana, and 
the town now named Olive was 
called lower Santa Ana. 

Tomas and Teodosio Yorba. 
.sqns of Don Antonio Yorba, both 
hdd large adobe homes at Old 
Santa Ana. Don Antonio Yorba 
was the founder of the Yorba 
family in California. Tomas and 
Teodosio "lived the life of the 
old rancheros, a simple yet lux¬ 
urious life, surrounded by their 
children and retainers, in peace 
and content," the Pleasants his¬ 
tory says. 

All remains of the old town 
have di.sappeared. 


Owner.s of property against 
which delinquent taxes are due 
have until April 20 to pay up with¬ 
out additional penalties being im¬ 
posed.

Undefiled Flood Control 

I T IS decidedly encouraging to note that Congress is 
trying to eliminate the traditional “pork barrel” proj¬ 
ects from the $305,000,000 flood control bill. This is the 
bill which carries the worthwhile $13,000,000 Santa Ana 
river program. 

Chairman Copeland, of the senate commerce commit¬ 
tee, points out that this bill will establish for the first 
time the definite rule that henceforth all flood control 
projects must first be approved by army engineers. 

“And by doing that,” he explains, “we will do away 
with all pork barrel projects.”

Peter B. Kyne perhaps 90 percent of the in¬ 
habitants of the world can not keep up with, be¬ 
cause they lack the intelligence to understand it. 
Hence they do not even know it is going on! 

For instance, I think that fully 70 percent of the 
people you and I know have a mental age of from 
12 to 14. They were not, however, born without 
the capacity to acquire education generally eco¬ 
nomic conditions condemned them to a limited 
amount of education; thereafter they ceased to 
grow mentally. Their lives faltered and halted at 
the dividing line between infantilism and mental

maturity and this is a condition that is not being 
remedied, despite the vast sums we in this country 
spend on education. (And we lead the world.) 

It seems to me that the infantilism with which 
mankind has always be afflicted is getting more 
widespread and that’s what the world is coming 
to. As a result of this low average of mentality 
more and more people are content to permit 
George to do their thinking for them more and 
more people are content to believe whatever a glib 
talker tells them, so the result is that bigger and 
better rascals rule the political roost and levy 
tribute on their fellow man. 

U P UNTIL 1918 I had an abiding faith in the 
intelligence and common sense of my fellow 
Americans. Like them, I cherished the belief that 
God had rather given Americans the best of it in 
everything that makes for a great, brilliant, honor¬ 
able nation. At that time I commanded a company 
of 222 young American soldiers, and I used to look 
at them pridefully and say: “I can go far with this 
type of American.” 

They were healthy and eager and full of animal 
spirits and not any more mischievous than the 
average American youth of the average age of 20 
or even less. Yet, when I had to select from the 
222, 13 men for sergeants and 23 for corporals, I 
experienced extreme difficulty in selecting men 
who possessed the mental qualifications to fill these 
non-commissioned grades as they should be filled. 

I had to have loyalty, decency, imagination, 
leadership, courage, initiative, stamina, dignity, 
fairness, kindness and a sense of justice. I plac^

loyalty to the job and to the commander as the 
first requisite: a lot of the others could be taught, 
but loyalty is a natural virtue. I knew that no man 
could embody all of the qualities with which an 
officer envisions the ideal non-commissioned officer. 

I made my selections and within a week I began 
to see my mistakes. Of course I had to be ruthless 
and demote my mistakes, which was hard on the 
men demoted because: they had done their best and 
to be demoted hurt their feelings. Finally I had to 
be content with my ultirnate selections, even 
though I knew many of them would be demoted 
if a better man ever showed up. Of these 36 non¬ 
commissioned officers I sent 16 to officers’ training 
camps and all were commissioned, which will indi¬ 
cate that to their selection I had given a deal of 
sober consideration.

The 
youthful American wasn’t quite the lad I had 
credited him with being, take him by and large. 

W E WENT to France — and the instant we 
b<jarded the troop train at our training camp 
and started for the port of embarkation, censoring 
of the soldiers’ letters went into effect. It was a 
stupid regulation, of course, but national in.sanity 
was the rule when conditions brought our national 


infantilism to the surface where we could take a 
look at it. I had too many other things to do so I 
ordered my lieutenants to censor the men’s letters. 
They censtjred them by merely turning to the last 
page and stamping them with the word “cen.Sf)red” 
and their names. 

Finally, in France, I found mysc-lf all alone with 
the outfit and, perforce, I had to censtjr four or 
five hundred letters and picture fKjst-cards daily. 
And then, for the first time, 1 was aware that, with 
a few outstanding exceptions (three, to be exact) 
not one of my 222 could write a letter that I could 
not have excelled when I was nine years old. 

They passed through new, novel, strange and 
exciting scenes and were unimpressed; apparently 
their memories did not photograph such. They 
could not formulate any but the most banal 
thoughts; they got lost in involved sentences, they 
could not spell, they could not punctuate, few of 
them had ever heard of a capital letter.

Fishing, Oldest of Pacific Coast 
Industries, Still Ranks With Leaders 


TWO men in shirt sleeves marched between a 
• company of Turkish stjldiers headed across the 
parade grounds as rose-ochre tinged the eastern 
sky over Cfmstantinople where the cool dawn was 
crowding out the night. Rhythmical tread of booted 
feet on hard-[)acked turf [)layed a musicless re¬ 
quiem in Ali Bey’s ears. Surely, this was all a 
dream!

Steady Growth of Commercial Fishing on Pacific Coast Since Early Days Reaches Peak 
in 1935 With Largest Catch in History Recorded

the oldest industry of the Pacific 
I Coast, .still ranking with the leaders. First, white 
explorers found the coastal Indians living largely 
on fish, w'ith dried .salmon practically the only ar¬ 
ticle of inter-tribal commerce. 

Although fishing is an ancient industry, it is 
still growing in imiKirtance. The canned salmon 
[jack of 19.34 was the largest in history. California 
tuna canning .set a new record of nearly 
cases in 1935. In the .same year Pacific canned 
mai'kerel hit a new high of 1,750,000 ca.ses. Fish 
oil and meal manufacturing in 1935 was the great- 
e.st in history, while oy.ster canning advanced by 
00 jier cent to a new record. The sardine, halibut, 
herring and clam industries in 1935 al.so had their 
best si'ason in a number of years. 

As salmon was the dominant Pacific fishery in 
alxiriginal times, so it remains today. The United 
States jiacks about 70 per cent of the world’s 
canned salmon, and fully per cent of the Ameri¬ 
can pack comes from Alassa with Washington and 
Oregon supiilying the balance. 

It is a [joor year in the Alaska canned salmon 
business when the wholesale value of the pack does 
not equal the price paid Russia for the territory. 
The value of the gold taken from Alaska is 
dwarfed by the value of its salmon fisheries alone, 
and the territory derives from its fisheries four- 
fifths of its annual lax income. 

A merican canned salmon is packed in about 
150 active canneries, the business employing 
directly about .’Ifi.OOO fishermen and cannery 
workers. 

Salmon is a fish widely esteemed and many mil¬ 
lions of [loiinds never go into cans but are mark¬ 
eted fresh, frozen, smoked and salted. There are 
five species of Pacific salmon: Chinook or King, 
red or Sockeye, silver or Coho, pink and Chum. 
These sjK-cies differ materially in size, appearance, 
color of flesh and cost. The public puts a (iremium 


on red color in salmon, paying more for the 
species which are highly colored. 

The salmon hatches in fresh water, goes to sea 
to mature, returns to mountain streams to spawn, 
and then dies. The fish come within reach of man 
only when they strike in to the coast en route to 
the spawning streams. At this time they carry 
stored in their bodies the fat which is really the 
fuel required to carry them far ui).stream—some¬ 
times as much as a thousand miles—to the spawn¬ 
ing b('ds. Thus .salmon are taken for food only 
when they are at their [irime. 

Various methods are used to catch salmon, the 
mo.st important device being the (Kiund-net or 
trap, which is in effect a maze which the salmon 
enter and from which they are unable to find the 
exit. Pur.se seines are the next gear in importance. 
Long nets are swept in circles about schools of 
salmon; the bottom of the net is closed or “pursed” 
by a rope running through rings, and the salmon 
are entrapfied. 

G ILLNETS are the most primitive and the most 
widely used salmon gear, being linen webs 
which hang vertically in the water. The swimming 
salmon drives his head through the meshes and 
cannot withdraw. Trollers. fishing at sea with hook 
and line, take salmon on the feeding grounds when 
they strike the sjxxin hooks flashing in the water 
behind slowly moving boats. 

Besides the salmon fishery, the Pacific Coast 
has five other fishery industries of primary im- 
[xirtance—tuna, sardines, mackerel, halibut and 
herring. Add to these the minor fisheries for 
sablefish, sole, smelt, rockfish, bonito, barracuda, 
yellowtail, sea bass, crabs, clams, oysters, shrimp, 
whales and a score of other fishes, big and little. 

3''una are caught princijially in warm seas, some 
off the coast’ of Southern California, but most of 
them far to the south — as far as the equator. 
While a part of the catch is taken by purse seines, 
hook-and-line fishing jiredominates. Americans like 
tuna better with each succeeding year, the 1935 
pack being ten times that of 1915. 

Most spectacular development in Pacific fish can¬ 
ning has come in mackerel. The first pack of this 
fish was in 1927, when 11,000 cases were canned— 
only a handful as compared with the 1,750,000 
cases put up in 1935, with the market still hungry. 
These fish are caught off Southern California, 
largely with purse seines. 

T he fish oil and meal branch of the business has 
been another record-breaker, with 1935 produc¬ 
tion setting a new record double the output of 
1929 and earlier high years. Surplus catches of 
sardines or (lilchards and herring, which cannot 
be utilized for human food go into the manufac¬ 
ture of fish oil—largely employed in soaps and 
paints—and of fish meal, an imjxirtant ingredient 
of chicken and livestock feeds. 

Best sardines are used for canning in California, 
the pack averaging about 2,000,000 cases annually, 
while the choicest Alaska herring are salted in 
barrels. 

T he halibut fisherman lives a rough life for little 
pay — although halibut are now worth twice 
what they were in 19.32. He goes out in a small 
boat, winter and summer, to fish with hook and 
line in the icy W'aters of the Gulf of Alaska, the 
Pacific’s hurricane nest, but he brings back to 
Alaska |X)rts and Seattle most of the world’s hali¬ 
but supply. 

,Fiist as Alaskan waters produce most of the 
world’s salmon, .so they are the principal source 
of halibut. Tuna, sardines, mackerel and herring 
are s<‘attered in many seas, but due to Seward’s 
P’olly the American fisherman is the principal pro¬ 
ducer of these two delights of the aquatic epicure.

For the dinner, linen damasks 
in soft pastel colorings and of 
white lead in favor. But again 
quaintly patterned dolly sets may 
be used, and linen cloths of deep 
.solid colors. The formality of the 
occasion and the .style of dinner 
determine the covering.s. To say 
nothing about the pattern of one’s 
china. 

The color scheme will <lcpend 
upon the linens and china, and 
will naturally be reflected in the 
type of decorations and the foods 
chosen for the menu. It being 
spring, yellow and white, green 
and white, yellow and green, or¬ 
chid and yellow-gold are perhaps 
'he leaders. And .still, tulips 
launting their scarlet heads re- 
Tiind me that very lovely schem¬ 
ing may be done around their 
gay dress, with the aid of toma¬ 
toes, strawberries and savory 
curls of ham. 

Even a general combination of 
•olorings may be used, with the 
lulti-colored spring flowers and 
'.aster eggs contributing. It’s 
lard to think of Easter without 
lowers in friendly informal ar¬ 
rangement. Fuzzy little chickens, 
rabbits and ducks, of which the 
stores are full. And folks being 
just a little bit silly. 

Foolish enough, you know, to 
spend hours blowing the contents 
out of eggs, so there’ll be the 
body of an ostrich or a lovely 
white rabbit: fashioning from egg 
shells, faces of their friends to 
serve as favors: dipping joyously 
into dye baths to produce the 
eggs which the Ea.ster bunny is 
supposed to leave "for goml lit¬ 
tle boys and girls.” 

LOTS OF BUNNIES 
Somehow, food fades in irnp<jr- 
tance up against the Ea.''ter table 


with its Easter bunny centerpiece, 
that elusive personage presiding 
over a cart of gay Easter eggs, 
other bunnies nibbling on carrots 
and cute little marshmallow rab¬ 
bits as favors. A mar.shmallow 
with paper ears, features of pink 
coloring, coconut whiskers, and a 
little pre.ssure to make him bun¬ 
ny-shaped. Or gingerbread rab¬ 
bits with frosting skirts and 
trousers. 

If you’ve breath and patience 
for the blowing process. I recom¬ 
mend the blown egg rabbit. All 
one does is to gingerly go about 
puncturing each end of an egg 
with a large pin. Then you ju.st 
blow, and finally you have a hol¬ 
low egg. 

From these carefully blown 
eggs can come a really lovely 
white rabbit and a quite amusing 
ostrich. The ostrich the main 
section of his anatomy is this 
painfully-prepared egg shell. To 
this, legs and neck of pipestem 
cleaner are attached by means of 
softened paraffin. Tufts of pillow 
down and a paraffin head with 
bead eyes are added. They .stand 
on cardboard or paraffin bases. 

The rabbit rests on green paper 
grass pasted to a cardboard. On 
one end draw the eyes, nose and 
whiskers, giving him eyes of pink, 
by the by. The ears are of white 
paper with a bit of pink crayon 
making the lining. Pa.ste these 
on. And a bit of white cotton for 
the tail, pasted on. Or if the 
blown egg is used, stuff it in the 
hole at the other end. You .see 
I’m about to recommend hard- 
cooked eggs for the rabbit 1 

EGG PLACE CARDS 

Hard cooked eggs, or the shells 
which have been carefully emp¬ 
tied at one end instead of the 
usual middle break, may be used 
for all manner of characters, 
which in turn, being pasted to 
cards, may serve as favors. Make 
them fit your Easter guests as 
nearly as possible, even to the 
parting of the hair. 

To make them, first paint the 
face on the shell. Or use a coarse 
pen point. And don't worry about 
your lack of artistic ability. Eyes, 
oyi’irows, mouth and two dots 
for a nose. Rouge may be use<i 
for the cheek coloring. Lipstick 
used, and crayon for the eye col¬ 
oring. Hair may be painted on. 
Cotton or lamb’s wool may be 
used. Clever little hats may be 
fashioned from scraps, compact 
powder pads, and the like. 

Each egg must have some kind 
of neckware attached, a stiff 
collar, a paper frill or a bit of 
material by way of a scarf. These 
are necessary to keep the eggs In 
position on the place cards. The 
material and the egg are set down 
in a little puddle of glue or paste 
and allowed to stand unmolested 
until in place. Babies, frogs, rab¬ 
bits may be made up in this man¬ 
ner. 

As to centerpieces, an Easter 
cake is always good. It may be 
decorated with marshmallow bun¬ 
nies or candy eggs and chickens in 
a green cocoanut nest (cocoanut 
tinted green with liquid vegeta¬ 
ble coloring). Or you may like to 
a.stound family and guests alike 
by having a furry little head 
comi.ng up out of a "rabbit’s 
hole" in the center of the Blaster 
table. It is built by arranging a 
tomato can on a tray or .some¬ 
thing. covering it with crumbled 
paper to make a mound. 

Then, place moss or grass over 
the top, and have a number of 
tiny spring flowers growing out 
of it. The little rabbit sticks his 
head out of the tomato can. The 
.stores are full of bunnies of all 
kinds, from the gingham-bodied 
variety, which may later go to 
some little toddler, to the gpim- 
diop kind.

S LIF> off your helmets, fellows, 
and we’ll take a look at the 
ground flying situation for a bit. 
Bapers these last few months have 
been .so full of war talk it sort of 
puts the military forces of the 
world in the spotlight. 

You fellows know, of eourse, 
that the World War acted as a 
tremendous spur to aviation The 
airplane supplied immediate in¬ 
formation of enemy fortifications, 
entrenchments and no forth. Well, 
aerial observation in war time 
wasn't anything new not by 
more than 100 years. Napoleon 
established a balloon corps in 
179.'J. as a matter of fact, and 
balloons were even used in our 
own Civil War 

At the outbreak of the World 
War, France and Germany had 
about 600 airplanes each. In Au¬ 
gust, 1914, there were 250 officers 
and 1.50 airplanes in the British 
flying corps at the end of the 
conflict there were 30,000 officers 
and 22,000 planes. 

A bout the first thing that oc¬ 
cupied the attention of de¬ 
signers when war started was an 
improvement in motors. The wa¬ 
ter-cooled power plants of that 
day were way too heavy for the 
power they put out -and none too 
dependable, either. Two ships al¬ 
ways went together on scouting 
expeditions so one. at least, 
might return to headquarters. 
The weight per horsepower of the 
motors also cut down on the 
amount of fuel it was possible to 
carry. 

Not all the ships were slow in 
those days. The Deperdussin, in 
1912, had a "Bullet" that did 135 
miles an hour in the Gordon Ben¬ 
nett cup race: the Bonnier-Bagny 
raring monoplane of 1913. pow¬ 
ered by a 160-horsepower Le 
Rhone, turned around 130. But 
war demanded maneuverability- 
stunting as well as speed. 

Military observation planes 
didn’t have to be fast—at first. It 
was not until Roland Garros 
rigged up a niachlne gun that 
fired through the propeller (which 
was protected from the bullets 
by an impractical sheathing of 
metal) that speed ijegan to play 
a part. Along about this time. 
Anthony Fokker. a Dutchman, 
was building military planes for 
Germany, and. when officials de¬ 
manded a machine gun arrange¬ 
ment to off.set Garros’ attacks, 
he developd the synchronizing 
mechanism which revolutionized 
air warfare. 

Fokker’s idea was quite simple 
- a cam operating off the motor 
camshaft, tripped the firing mech¬ 


anism. But to that deadly weapon 
we owe a great deal of flying 
progre.ss. 

A bout the only air cooled mo¬ 
tors of war days were the 
lotaries, which pilots grew to fear 
beyond all el.se. In a rolarv the 
combustible vapors of ga.soline 
are fed to the cylinders through 
the crankra.se, and a backfire was 
almost certain to .set them flam¬ 
ing. One pilot recalls making 
three forced landings with his 
motor on fire while ferrying a 
ship a couple of hundred miles I 

Germany’s 160-horaepower Mer¬ 
cedes motor, and the Hispano- 
Suiza motor of the Allies were 
the two most successful engines. 
The "Hisso.” in fact, was used 
tor many years after the war. 
Germany’s treaties forbade her 
using a motor as large as the 
Mercedes, hence they were de¬ 
stroyed. 

War time ships never did at¬ 
tain anywhere near the speed of 
modem stuff. In fact, the famous 
Fokker triplane which von Richt¬ 
hofen flew in such deadly fash¬ 
ion, was extremely slow. It is 
doubtful if it would do 1,50 miles 
an hour under the best of condi¬ 
tions. Its success, however, was 
caused by its extreme maneuver¬ 
ability at high altitudes where the 
dog fighting went on. Curtiss 
built a triplane, as did Nieuport, 
although they did not reach the 
prominence of the Fokkers 

Fokker’s D-7, the French Spad 
and Nieuport and the British 
Sopwiths were best known of the 
pursuit craft. Italy had a tremen¬ 
dous triplane Caproni bomber; 
Germany had the Gotha and A 
E G.: the British Handley Fage 
and Vickers Vimy were excellent 

A S THE pilots called for speed 
and more speed, designers 
began to come around to con¬ 
struction which cut down drift— 
the technical term for head-re¬ 
sistance They eliminated much 
of the external bracing and to¬ 
ward the very close of the war. 
Fokker came out with what was 
then a radical departure in de¬ 
sign, the D-8, a parasol mono¬ 
plane with the familiar Fokker 
thick-wing. They called it the 
"flying razor” 

It is of interest to note that a 
war time bomber, a Vickers 
Vimy. was the first ship to make 
a non-stop trans-Atlantic flight 
This was the flight from New¬ 
foundland to Ireland in 1919 by 
Captain John Alcock and Lieu¬ 
tenant Arthur W. Brown, who 
had met as prisoners in a Ger¬ 
man camp. 

They say of the old sailing 
days at sea, "Wooden ships and 
iron men." Well, that goes for 
the early airplanes, too.

Firecracker And The Match 


M any health .seekers are con- 
.stantly perplexed regarding 
the real causes of disease. The 
more they study the subject, the 
more confused they become. In 
today’s article I am going to give 
you some simple, common sense 
ideas on the subject, and this in¬ 
formation is as important as any 
I can hope to give you. 

Undoubtedly, you have heard a 
great deal of the germ theory of 
disea.se. Many of you who saw the 
motion picture ba.se<i on the life 
of Basteur know that he was the 
first to peer through a micro¬ 
scope and identify the relation¬ 
ship between bacteria and dis¬ 
ease. The present-day science of 
medicine owes to Basteur the 
germ theory upon which rests so 
much of the medical teaching of 
today. 

This finding of Basteur’s has 
been enormously u.seful to man— 
make no mistake about that. 
However, it is not clearly enough 
understood by the general public 
that bacteria or germs are merely 
exciting causes. 

Before a bacterium as.sociated 
with a disease may thrive within 
the body, there must first be pre¬ 
pared a .suitable soil for its growth. 
That .soil is prepared by an ab¬ 
normal accumulation of morbid 
material which is produced by 
wrong habits of living. This ac¬ 
cumulation makes up the di.sease 
.soil and when the soil is ready, 
the bacteria have waiting for 
them the kind of food they can 
use. 

The fundamental or basic 
causes of disease are those causes 
which produce the appropriate 
soil, whereas the later invasion 
of bacteria is only an exciting 
cause 

T he building up of a suitable 
soil represents the fire-cracker 
— the invasion of germs repre¬ 


sents the lighted match which 
sets it off. 

The popular term to explain 
the condition which makes the 
invasion of bacteria possible is 
susceptibility. We say the patient 
is susceptible to disease, suscep¬ 
tible to infection. He becomes 
susceptible because he has gotten 
away from those good habits of 
living which build normal health. 

The healthy body has the power 
to resist the invasion of bacteria, 
otherwise man would have ceased 
to exist a long time ago. Getting 
away from the normal healthy 
condition is the fire-cracker, the 
invasion of bacteria is the lighted 
match, and the disease produced 
is the resulting explosion 

When you want to understand 
the basic causes of diseases 
always go back to basic causes. 

T he most sensible line of rea¬ 
soning to use is to start with 
the theory that the essential 
cause of every disease is self¬ 
poisoning. Find the wrong habits 
of living which are producing the 
toxic condition and then remove 
those causes if you wish to re¬ 
main immune to all disea.se, in¬ 
cluding those which are recog¬ 
nized germ diseases. 

The most satisfactory method 
of cure in the treatment of dis¬ 
ease Is that method which de¬ 
pends upon permanently remov¬ 
ing the basic causes of self- 
poisoning. 

With the removal of those 
causes, the disease soil is removed 
and the body remains immune to 
bacteria. The fire-cracker is then 
taken away, and without that, 
the match is harmless. 

Natural immunity to disease 
can only be won by observing 
those good habits of living which 
build health. That is an important 
thing to know, whether you wish 
to get well or to stay well!

“Here,” he points out, “is all that remains of 
the first twin motored job to be built in this coun¬ 
try. It cost $2,800 originally. After^a short and 
unsuccessful career, I bought it for $75. 

“The local Japanese colony produced an aviator 
who was ambitious to fly to Tokio. His suppor^rs 
were short of funds and came to me for aid. I had 
repaired the twin motor plane and offered it to 
them for $250. On my assurance that if the ps 
held out, the motors did not quit, and the pilot 
survived they would split Tokio in two, they 
bought. 

“Just before their takeoff a wind storm de- 
.stroyed the plane and 1 secured it again as junk. 

IN his “gold book” every distingui.shed visitor 
• registers. General Mitchell. Art (joebel, Cajitain 
Charles Nungesser and hundreds of names famous 
in the sky are recorded there. A Le Rhone motor, 
used by Nungesser, is one of Balboni’s prized |k)s- 
sessions. 

Universities and colleges are listed among Bal¬ 
boni’s customers, being purchasers of parts of 
wrecked planes for .study of the effect of falls. 
Portion’s of wrecks have been sent as far away as 
Massachusetts and to Japan for laboratory anal¬ 
ysis of the cause and effect of air accidents. 

Ghost stories have originated from the piles of 
broken planes in Balboni’s yard. Night watchmen 
have sworn that ghosts haunt skeletons of planes. 
One w'atchman quit at 2 o’clock in the morning 
because he insisted that the headless body of a 
pilot was searching among the wreckage. 

He declared that he was ordinarily a brave man 
but when the ghost moaned he was through. Bal¬ 
boni investigated and heard the moan, also. A lit¬ 
tle search disclosed that the moan came from a 
can of crank case- oil that was cooling in the early 
morning fog. 

But despite the reminders of ill-fortune all 
around him, Balboni still flies when business per¬ 
mits. 


W HEN Arrigo Balboni made a forced landing 
on a lonely Southern California mountain¬ 
side, “cracking up” his one and only airplane be¬ 
yond repair, he automatically started the country’s 
oddest flying business. 

Today in Los Angeles, Balboni is proprietor of 
the only airplane junk yard extant. He started the 
unusual occupation in 1926, and thus far he’s pros 
pered. 

Flying from San Francisco to air races at Santa 
Monica in 1926, Balboni was over the Tehachapi 
Mountains, the ridge at Los Angeles’ most north¬ 
ern extremity, when the motor quit. A tiny flat 
beckoned, and carefully he set down his wheels 
on its farthest edge and hoped. The plane skidded 
across the flat, crashed into the embankment and 
Balboni shot from his cockpit. 

L A'TER, when a nearby rancher found him in the 
brush and as a veterinarian picked gravel from 
his legs, Balboni learned that his racing plane was 
a total wreck. He secured a few dollars from his 
rancher rescuer and went to Los Angeles, but a 
few days of effort at the airfields convinced him 
that no one wanted a wrecked racing plane some¬ 
where in the Tehachapi hills. 

Balboni returned to Bakersfield, near the scene 
of his crash, and the chief of police there offered 
the loan of an old car to salvage the wreck. With 
some volunteers, he separated the mountain from 
his plane and started again for Los Angeles. 

It took Balboni three weeks to reach Los An¬ 
geles towing his shattered plane with the old car, 
and when he reached an airport, a rainstorm 
flooded the field and he could not reach his plane 
for three weeks more. He found a job, however, 
and when the field was dry began repair work. 

Finally he was able to fly again. In taking off, 
he hit a gopher hole with one wheel, nosed over 
and ruined several rows of cabbages in a truck 
garden fringing the airfield. Again the plane was 
a wreck. 

Next day, as he stood regarding the wreckage, 
a fellow pilot asked Balboni if he would sell

the tail assembly, which was undamaged. Balboni 
sold. Then began his first selling campaign. He 
disposed of the motor. Another buyer took an in¬ 
strument, still another found that the controls 
would be the ideal thing for a “backyard job” he 
was building. 

I N a short time Balboni realized $930 for the crash 
he originally tried to peddle for $300. Then 
his idea swept over him. Why not cater to these 
“backyard” builders of airplanes? 

He recalled his own career. While “turning hand¬ 
springs for hamburgers,” as the “barnstorming 
fraternity” termed their stunting for a living, he 
remembered how difficult it had been to secure 
parts for obsolete types of planes. There was a 
real demand among these aerial vaudevillians for 
a supply house that could furnish parts. 

So Balboni founded his business. Most of the 
$930 went to repay friends, and Balboni settled 
down in the bed of the Los Angeles River. He 
fenced in a strip of sand, installed the decrepit old 
car and a tent, found a police dog at the city 
pound and was ready for business. 

The Los Angeles River is notorious for its lack 


of water, except for a few months during the win¬ 
ter, so Balboni was safer than it might appear. 

B ALBONI’S first deal came about when an anti¬ 
quated war plane, in the hands of a careless 
pilot, crashed. He hurried to the scene, and through 
close bargaining, purchased the wreck for $3. 

From this crash, broken up into its various parts 
and resold, Balboni realized .$80. Other crashes and 
sales followed. His reputation began to grow 
among local fliers. 

When an old type motor coughed its last for 
want of a new part, Balboni supplied it. When the 
builder of an experimental type plane needed a cer¬ 
tain structural piece. Balboni had it. Active field 
work kept new additions to his stock flowing in 
as fa.st as obliging jiilots could wreck their planes. 
Turning to his graveyard of the sky, he fxiints
